In purfuance whereof, depending ve- 
ry much upon my palate, long exercifed 
in determining of Virtues, (by which, 
Compounds,as well as Simples, became 
equally liable to my affiftance;)} and 
prefled thereunto by an exprefs propen- 
ficy in Nature : In procefs of time I 
proved fo fuccesful in choice of mate-

ufing no other, for any that rely on me.

in any occafion, but Medicines of their. 
qualities ;. wherein having been fuc- 
cesful, so my own fatisfaction, and o- 
thers approbation, yea.even to admira- 
tion : I have thence entertained fome 
apprehenfions, that it could not be taken 
amifs, bur rather as a fair progrefs to- 
wards the Arts Improvement, ¢o pub- 
lifh chefe Marks and Chara@ers, as a 
competent Touchftoue for probation of 
Medicine in general; efpecially of my 
owns andthereby poffibly come £0 be 
fomewhat better underftood, as to my 
Phyfical Conceptions, than hitherto 1 
have been; fome having been over for- 
ward co imagine, all l aymed at, or had 
attained, amounted to no more, but one- 
ly fome pleafant preparations and pro- 
duétions, ferving merely for Refrefh- 
mentand Recreation, without any ma- 
terial effeét or prevalencie upon Diftem- 
pers and Difeafes.

Whereas things Zi- 
quid, if milde, difturbe no part, puts Na- 
cure to no ftrefs in ordering them to its 
beft advantage, nor leaves any remains 
for after Inconveniences : but through 
their gentle Vivacicy, and infinuative 
Virtues, (like the Waters of Life) im- 
mediately profecure the prime End for 
whichthey were caken. 

I conceive they ought not onely 
to be Liquid, but tran/parently clear and 
pure, exempt froz all groffnefS of refidence 
or taint of ranknefS, It being poftiblero 
have liquid things as bright and clear as 


Chryftal, which yet in fmell no carrion’ 


ever exceeded in noyfomnefs; a tang 
whereof, any one that notes will find, 
in moft of what is ufed for Refrefhment 
or for Relief, in firft IIInefs. Which 
fhould be heedfully avoided, becaufe by 


; | things courfe, rank, or tainted, the 


whole fourfe of Bloud and Spirits be-

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faculties debilitated, and che beft and 
ftrongeft conftitutions, by degrees, be- - 


cray¢ed into the worlt diftempers; there- 
fore, like Virtues defcending from a- 
bove, they ought co be immaculately 
clear and pure. 

III. Such Medicines as may be tru- 
{ted in cure, I conceive, ought, as much 
as.is poflible, to be Pleafant, and co fuf- 
fice in [mall quantéty, chat they may not 
in the leaft be bardenfom, but at firft 
touch appear like. true and chearfull 
friends , that make che diftreffed heare 
leap forjoy ; no fooner tafted, but Na- 
cure bids chem welcom, and eafily dif- 
pofes chem cotheir proper fervice, Bo- 
num ¢y jucendum, as in Divine benedi- 
étions, being never to be feparated in 
Phy fick. 

LV. Such Medicines with che pre- 
cedent qualities, ought efpecially to. be 
higaly vircuous and powerfull , and 
which ac firit caft, by their lively, 
Sorightly, yee milde quicknefs, fhould, 

evi- 
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evidently appear fuch ftout , long- 
breath’d valiant Champions, as are tho- 
roughly qualified to tug grapple 
with, and fubdue the moft violent, ve- 
nemous, peftilential enemies of Mans 
Health and happinefs: And yet withall 
fo milde, gentle and manageable, (like 
our bleffed Lamb and Lion couched to- 
ecther) as Children in greareft weaknefs 
may partake with fafecy; and for aflu- 
rance that they are fuch, the prefcribers, 
if defired, are co take che like quantity in 
fight of the Patient or Relations, forthe 
more undoubted affurance of its inno- 


+} cence, and that it partakes noc of any ha- 


» | zardous ingredient. 

. | V. Such Medicines as may comfor- 
 tably berelyed on incure and in cafes of 

extremity, ought to be fo truly friendly 


. | coHumane Nature, that if caken by man, 


- woman or childe, in health, fhall no 


i. ways move their bodies, but thal) nou- 


| nfhand ftrengehen chem : and yet if by 
i} any in Sicknefs, the very fame Medi- 
- i Cines, 
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cines, taken in ‘the fame quantity, fhall 
in due tiwe either open or binde, vomit 
or ftop vomiting, fweat or reftrain fwea- 
ting, give’ fleep or abate exceffive fleep- 
ings as the inftant necefficy of the body 
moft ‘requireth, or moft conduceth to 
recovery. And this, asthe moft diftin- 
euifhing character, I conceive,-is moft 
to be noted by the Ingenious, and to be 
infifted on’: For how can that poffibly 
appear truly to deferve the Nameof a 
Medicine, or real helper of the fick, or 
be rationally deem’dto work upon a di- 
{tempers which, ifgiventoa well per- 
fon, fhall either binde ‘or loofen him, 
vomit, or {weat, or lay him afleep, even 
as it doch thofe who are fick¢ and which 
_ if given co never fo found a perfon in 
Jarger quantity, fhall purge him, or vo- 
mit him into his grave, fweat out his laft 
breath, or fleep him paft ever waking to 
this life, which are che known qualities 
of moft things given'in Sicknefs : Soas 
with much more likelihood they might 

be 
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| be ftiled Difturbers of Nature, (for how 
elfedo they thus work upon the health- 


fulle) razher than Medicines and friend- 
ly Helpers, whofe good qualities are 
with cendernefs to cherifh and retain all 
that's good in rhe body, and without the 


| hazardous violences-of Purgers, Vomi- 
ters, Bleedings, Iffues, Shaving the head, 


Clifters, ox Blifters; and without Mi- 
nerals, or other naufeous or dangerous 
Ingredients , to exclude onely what is 


evil; and not, Bed/am-like, turn good 


to bad, and then madly throw our all 
togethers which are the properties not 
of Heavenly and peaceable, but of In- 
fernal wrathful Spirits. 

VI. Andlaftly, Such Medicines as 
may be juftly relyed on in cure, thas they 
may be known to be compleat, ought 
not to be perifhable Commodities, 
which argues fuch defe@s, as renders 
them unlikely co hold out uponalong 
match; being apt to tire, grow faint, 
fick, weak and heartlefs, before, or when 
they 
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they come in fight of, or near the ene- 
my , therefore they ought nor co want 
this fure Mark, (Clofe ftopt ) to keep | 
Good for Years ( in all Climates ) and in 
full ftrengch and vigour without any the | 
leaft diminution; much after the fimi- 
licude of an endlefs life, which is no 
{mall aifurance of their real virtue and 
efficacy. Then having all the other 
precedent qualities conjoyned in every 
medicine; anda large variety ofthem, © 
(variety being fingularly ufeful) you 
have medicines moft Mafculine and 
Heroick, fuch as may confidently be 
relied on for Cure, and be eafily di- 
ftinguifhed from thofe which are ha- 
zardous, or dangerous. 

All which being neither difficult co 
remembers nor hard to be underftood ; 
and fuch as cannot be denyed to be both 
pertinent and fufficient for proof and 
affurance of Medicine : Admit patients 
and all the Ingenious every where 
Should henceforth hold Practitioners || 
ch ftridly 9 
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ftricily to thefe Characters; accepting 
or refufings accordingly: what a migh- 
ty Improvement would it foon occa- 
fion in Phyfick: By neceffarily en- 
forcing all Srudents and Pradticioners, 
to fee themfelves to thae which che 
Noble Hippocrates made the chief Cha- 
yaGer ofa Phyfician worthy Eftimation 
Viz. By Study and his own Indu(try, to 
bring to light fomething that was not 
known before, and better knowh than 
unknown, or at leaft to perfect fomething 
that was imperfect? before. 

And then-as Excellencies for real ufe 
in Phyfick could not but‘every where 
abound ; fo would fucha Teft efta- 
blifhed, naturally tend to the fixation 
of thistoo much uncertain Art; put 2 
period to the many Contraricties and 
GontradiGions of Practitioners, be 
| an occafion of Iefs harm and danger, 
of more pertinency, certainty, and {e- 
curity in Cure: and abundantly more 
) enable them to perform with Comfore 
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che infinite. truft repofed ‘in chem, 
efpecially by their more Ingenious and 
Noble Patients in their extremities. 

- Thefe are the Marks and Chara- 
cers conceived requifice for the teft 
of Medicines and the defirable Ad- 
vantages which in good probability 
would enfue upon fuch an eftablifh- 
ment, 

Nor let any fuppofe, asfomemay | 
be apt todo, ( who are loath. anything © 
fhould prove of weight, but what they 
themfelves difcover) that thefe Cha- 
racters or Marks of real Medicine are 
but meer impraicable notions, fet 
forth to amufe che credulous with 
wonders that never were nor never 
will be found in medicine: For filen- 
cing all fuch flight fuggeftions, fince 
fuch medicines are beft known by 
sheir Fruits:Iewill be beft and moft pro- 
per to lecthem {peak for themfelves in 
fome of their manyfold inftances of 
Cures performed by them, in various

it down. In chis fad plight he defired 
my affiftance, and in fourteen dayes 


| with medicines of this kind onely, 


his appetice and digefture were reco- 
vered , his ftrengtls reftored , his fleth 
and countenance well likeing his belly 
in due ftace, his urine and {tools natural 
andhe fo blych& jocund as was wonder- 
ful coall chacknew him , and fo conti- 
nued for above four months: But hts 
occafions ftill mifleading of him; and 


upon a frolick overgoing his ftrength — 


he fell ill again, and then unhappily 
waving the means which had for- 
merly helps him, took a refolution to 
be his own Phyfician, by help of fuch 
Books as were then in repute , where- 
with he tamper’dfolong ull he was 
paft recovery, his Diftempers being 
fat above the reach’of Book or com- 
mon Medicine, The 
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The next is of a Gentlewoman long 
under Phyfick for Diftempers of the 
Breaft, as Cough, fhortnefs of Breath, 
Feaverith , extreamly wafted in body, 
and funk in Spirits, ‘hardly eating 
or drinking bur what fhe vomired 
purged; and vomited and bled, the 
had been with Iffues, and her head 
fhaved, and fo left hopelefs, unlefs by 
Countrey ait in the Spring. This 
being the beginning of Winter, many 
queftions and much difcourfe I had 
from her, as whether I had ever feen 
any one in her diftemper, or had ever 
cured any: Alfo what means I inten- 
ded; fecing as able Phyficians as Lon- 
don yielded prevailed not: I told her 
“twas not my way to fpeak either of 
my Experience or Performance, that 
if the party who advifed her to fend 
for me had not fatisfied her therein: 
And withal, chat I was not apt to un- 
dertake, but where I had ample 
hopes of Cure, he was too blame. And 
thac 
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chat I did believe and was well aflured 
ghat there was both more proper and 
more powerful ‘means in being, than 
Phyficians were ufually acquainted 
with;ard bywhich with Gods blefhing,| 
did not doubr co cure her, as hopelefs 
as fhe was, without either purging, 
or vomiting , or bleeding , or iflues, 
withing alfo her Hair had been {pared, 
as the chief comfort of {o weak a Head, 
with this the chear’d a little. 

So I fell to work with my real Me- 
dicines,and in few weeks cime fo far pre- 
vailed , as that fhe frequently went a-

Another Inftance is of a Girle about 
four yeares old, that by 2 Feaver gnd 
Confumption , and much Roving Phy- 
fick was in ahopelefs condition, yet 
in a weeks time by thefe Medicines 
onely, perfectly recovered. 

A young Geatleman came to me a- 


bout noon withan Ague molt ray 
fha- 
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fhaking him, to whom I immediatly 
gave half a Pinceof one of my Medi- 
cines well heated, which was she ufual 
way by which inthe great Ague Year 
abundance were cured: Hedrank itoff 
at ‘two draughts , and it ftayed with 
him, but withia a quarter of an hour 
it made him vomit very largely, and 
thereupon he became inftancly fo well, 
as 1 would have had him dine wih ws 
but excufing himfelf he fell faft a flecp 
for two heurs, and never had the 
jeaft Grudgings after it; which is tte 
more to be noted, becaufe it’s frequent 
with the fame Medicine to ftay vomi- 
tings when the body any wayes ftands 
in need thereof, 

A yong Maiden much depreffed in 
Spirit, and {woln in body by unkindly 
Obftructions , which the could fiade 
no means to diflolve, upon the ufe of 
one of thefe Medicines appropriate to 
thofe diftempers, perfeGly recovered. 

A middle aged Woman, troubled 
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prievoufly with Hyftericall diftempers 


| taking a good quantity of a Medicin 


thereto appropriate, recovered; as a- 
bundance more have done, by the fame 
and the like means : for inthis, as 
in moft other Diftempers, Variety 
proves of very abfolute advantage. 
Aifo a young Lad, lying more like a 


dead than a living childe; taking a 


fmall quantity of one of che Medicines 
for that purpofe, in fhore time voyded 
Wormes and recovered,as many others 
alio have done, who have been thought 
co have had Wormes rhovgh they 
voyded none. 

A young man being in 2 tedious Fe- 
ver, and finding norelief in much Phy- 
fick ufedto him; a friend of his fent 
him oiten {mall quantities of my Medi- 
cines, whichthofe with whom he was, 
{fcrupled to Ket him takes being told, 
they were too hot, and altogether unfic 
for him in his cafe, which was near unto 
a Pleutefie : Yetdoing all chey wae 
wife 
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wife could, growing worfe and worfe, 
his friends urg’d him to remove tothe r 
houfe; which being done, weak and 
ill ashe was; and he then plied awhile 
with diverfe of them, his Cure came on 
very fairly. Bue ona fudden was al- 
moft choak’t witha mafs of thick putrid 
phlegm, which yet, fipping upon a Me- 
dicine peculiar thereunto, for fome con- 
cinuance; itfo ripened, raifed, and free- 
ly expell’d it, (as is ufual with itin all 
cafes of phlegm) thax he_inftantly and 
perfectly recovered. 

Another Inftance is of a Gentleman, 
who with his Lady being in Town up- 
on Law occafions in height of Summer, 
fell into an extreme Fever : She having 
had full kaowledg of the recovery of 
fome of her friends, by the ufe of my 
Medicines, when all other means ptov'd 
fruiclefs; She of her felffingled out one 
of them, which upon occafion fhe had 
ufed her felf alfe, and fo poffeft her

And feeing thusis their general per- 
formance; helping and recovering in 
che extremities of chirft, and moft vio- 
lent Inflammations ; notwithftanding 
their manifeft hear : It were bur equal, 
all fuch falfe-accufing and unreafonable 
Cautions fhould for eves ceafe, or bene- 
ver more regarded, by whomfoever ut- 
tered; and chat whoever henceforth 
urges their familiar mildnefs, as a note 
of their Infufficiency (as our Mineral 
Pradtifers ule co do) when thus tkey 
have conftantly manifefted cheir power 
and cflicacie in moft dangerous cafes:

may as I conceive fuffice to witnefs, 


bath the fubftantiality of chofe Chara- 


éters, and chat there are {uch Medicines 
really in being: Teftifying alfothat my 
conceptions of Mans true Original and 
of his true Complexion : unto which] 
have bowed all my Studies & Producti- 
ons, have in mo wife mifled me;but fo ef- 
fectually governed and fteered my endea- 
vors as to render them far beyond the u- 
fual fuccefs of firtt difcoverers; and 
much more true, ufefall and certain than 
other Phyfiology.
